EXPLANATION OF FOREIGN LANGUAGE REFERENCE(S) 
Citation No. 257 (FR 2639154) is in French. The following is an English translation of the 
Abstract, which Applicants provide as a concise summary of the reference: "The subject of the 
invention is a connector converting a specific integrated-circuit package with connection pads into a 
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Standard package with connection pins of the PGA (Pin Grid Array) type. This connector includes: a 
multilayer base 30 carrying, on its lower side, a standard-package array of connection pins 35 and, on 
its upper side, an array of lands (metallised bonding areas) 37, arranged in the same way as the 
connection pads 17 of the specific package 10, together with conducting tracks for interconnecting the 
pins 35 and the lands (metallised bonding areas) 37, a multilayer intermediate board 40 for patching 
(interconnecting) the connections, an adjustment (setting) board 50 with an array of plated-through 
(metallised-wall) holes 51 serving as cages having contact springs 52, arranged in the same way as the 
connection pads 17 of the specific package 10, and a frame 60 for positioning the specific package 10."
